A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by D'Andrea 
et al (5,395,366). 

D'Andrea et al discloses a method and apparatus for determining the position of a in 
vivo device(1) within a body where the in vivo device transmits a signal to multiple ex 
vivo radio devices (7) the signals are fed to receiver (8) such that the position of the in 
vivo device can be determined (see column2, line 48-column 3, line 1 1 ; column 4, line 
13-column 5, line 18). 

.3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 5-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
D'Andrea et al in view of Sanderford, Jr. et al. 

D'Andrea et al discloses the claimed device except for the specific way that the position 
measuring device determines the position of the in vivo device. Sanderford, Jr. et al 
discloses a similar device that determines the position of an unknown position 
transmitter (106) that transmits a signal to a plurality of devices (110) that receive the 
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signal from the devices (110) and determine the position of the transmitter (106). The 
position is determined based on the relative time-of-arrival of the signals to the devices 
(110) (see column 1, lines 15-30 and lines 53-65; column 4, line 13-column 5, line 18). 
Therefore a modification of D'Andrea et al such that the position of the in vivo device is 
determined based upon the relative time-of-arrival calculations, as shown in Sanderford, 
Jr. et al, would have been obvious since this is one of many known ways to calculate 
the position of something using multiple detecting receivers. 

With respect to claims 6 and 8, at the time the invention was made, it would have been 
an obvious matter of design choice to a person of ordinary skill in the art to have the in 
vivo device be able to receive a position measuring signal from an ex vivo device, 
determine the position of the in vivo device and transmit the signal back outside the 
body, since this would allow for a more efficient use and longer life of the battery of the 
in vivo device since the in vivo device would only need transmit a signal when desired 
as opposed to continuously transmitting a signal. Further it is well known in the art that 
implanted device be able to receive signals, transmit signals or both in order to better 
communicate with devices outside the body. Therefore to locate the means for 
measuring the position of the in vivo.device either outside the body or inside the body 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made.
